WASHINGTON (AP) - In the nearly 
fo ur weeks that the Federal Disaster 
Relief Act has been in effect, o nly two 
o f six sta tes declared disaster areas 
hav e taken a dv a nta ge o f its special 
grant pro gram. 
In additio n, no ne o f the o ther sta tes 
declared disaster a rea s since April 20, 
197 3, and thus eligible fo r the pro gram 
under a retro activ ity clause, has asked 
to take part. Majo r disasters hav e 
o ccurred in 39 sta tes since then. 
Grants o f up to $5 ,000 are av ailable 
under the pro gram to an indiv idual o r 
fa m ily after a majo r disaster if the 
a pplica nts 
do 
no t 
m eet 
the 
qualificatio ns o f any o f the o ther 
pro grams, which include lo ans and 
such direct a ssista nce as rent-free 
ho using and unem plo y m ent co m ­ 
pensatio n. 
Sta tes must m eet 25 per cent o f the 
grant co sts, the federal go v ernment 
the remaining 7 5 per cent. 
Only Arkansas and Oklaho ma hav e 
jo ined the pro gram. The go v erno rs o f 
M isso uri, Illin o is, M inneso ta and 
Kansas, 
which 
all 
were 
declared 
disa ster areas la st week, hav e no t said 
whether their sta tes will take part. 
The go v erno r o f each state was in­ 
fo rmed o f the la w ’s pro v isio ns, in­ 
cluding the retro activ ity feature, when 
President Nix o n signed it May 22. 
Officials at the Federal Disa ster 
Assistance Administratio n v iew the 
grant pro gram a s just o ne facto r in the 
v ario us fo rms o f aid av ailable to 
disa ster v ictims. 
The a ssista nce administratio n sets up 
specia l centers in disaster a rea s to 
receiv e applicatio ns fo r the grants and 
v ario us o ther pro grams pro v ided by 
the new law.

Family O f 5 Dead 


PARK RIDGE, IU. (AP) - Authorities 
are trying to piece together the final 
hours of a family neighbors described 
as close-knit, quiet and unassuming 
before death entered a neat suburban 
home. 
Raymond A. Fuchs, 49, a purchasing 
agent 
for 
a 
sm all 
electronics 
manufacturer; his wife Ruth, 48; their 
daughter, Linda, 14, and son Scott, 16, 
were found slain Monday in the base­ 
ment of their brick ranch-style house 
in this well-to-do suburb northwest of 
Chicago. 
A fifth, badly burned body found in the 
kitchen of the home by firemen called 
to extinguish a blaze matched the 
description of the family’s eldest son, 
Jeffrey, 18, but remained unidentified. 
Firemen said they had not determined 
the cause of the fire, but a fire official 
said it may it may have been started to 
cover up the slayings. 
“It could be the body in the kitchen is 
also the person who started the fire,” 
said 
Anthony 
Sciaraffa, 
deputy 
coroner of Cook County. “We definitely 
have a homicide in regard to the 
persons in the basement.” 


Fire Chief Norman Brown said the 
blaze apparently started in the 
basement, where gas and oil cans also 
were found, he said. 
Nevertheless, Sciaraffa said none of 
the bodies found in the basement 
appeared to have been burned. 
The body of Mrs. Fuchs was found 


with her hands bound to a wash tub, 
said Sciaraffa. lin d a’s body lay next to 
her mother’s. 
The mother suffered a wound near the 
head and the daughter received two 
wounds on either side of the head. 
Sciaraffa did not describe the wounds. 
A bloodied kitchen knife which could 
have been used as a weapon was found 
nearby, Sciaraffa said. 
Scott’s body was found in another part 
of the basement. His hands were tied 
behind his back with a rope running 
around his neck, Sciaraffa said. Fuchs 
was found near his younger son. He 
was not bound. Neither showed any 
wounds, Sciaraffa said. 
All the bodies were wrapped in bed­ 
ding or blankets, Sciaraffa said. 
Cause of the deaths was under in­ 
vestigation. 
Brown said he believed the victims 
had been dead for at least 24 hours 
before found by firemen about ll a.m. 
Jeffrey was graduated from high 
school on Thursday but did not attend 
the commencement exercises. 
Acting Police Chief Henry Olesky said 
neighbors told him they last saw 
members of the family on Saturday. 
Neighbors and friends of the children 
said the family was well-liked, 
although they kept to themselves. 
Each of the children played in the 
band at Maine East High School where 
they were enrolled and the parents 
were members of the school’s Music 
Boosters Board. 


Saxbe also contradicted presidential 
speechwriter Patrick Buchanan, who 
last week said the composition of the 
Watergate grand jury is unfair to 
Nixon. 
Buchanan accused the grand jury of 
bias and pointed out that most of the 
jurors are black and Democrats.

TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — Israeli air 
force jets bombed and strafed Arab 
guerrilla targ ets in southeastern 
Lebanon today, five days after 
terrorists struck an Israeli kibbutz in 
northern Israel, the military command 
announced. 
A communique said the raids began at 
3:10 p.m. Israeli time, only minutes 
before President Nixon flew out of 
Amman, Jordan, ending his tour of the 
Middle East. 
The attacks were on an area known 
as “Fatahland,” just north of the 
Israeli border in the shadow of Mt. 
Hermon. The command said its air­ 
craft returned safely. 
Four Arab terrorists slipped across 
the border from lebanon last Thurs­ 
day and killed three women at the 
Shamir Kibbutz communal farm near 
the Golan Heights. The Arabs also 
were killed. 
Israeli retaliatory raids generally 
follow closely such guerrilla raids, but 
the Tel Aviv command apparently held 
off because of Nixon’s presence in the 
area.

QUITO, Ecuador (AP) - The 
world’s major oil exporting nations 
have agreed on a 2 per cent increase in 
royalty rates that should have a 
minimal effect on consumers. 
The increase announced Monday by 
the 
Organization 
of 
Petroleum 
Exporting Countries after a three-day 
meeting in the Ecuadorean capital is 
about ll cents a barrel or a quarter of a 
cent a gallon. 
With the royalty increase, the 13- 
nation meeting agreed to continue for 
another three months their freeze on 
posted prices put into effect last 
January. 
Saudi Arabia, the biggest exporter, 
had proposed lowering prices while the 
other 12 OPEC members advocated 
some form of increase, either in the 
posted price or in taxes, to keep pace 
with inflation. 
Saudi Arabia disassociated itself from 
the royalty increase officially to await 
the outcome of its negotiations to take 
over more stock in the Arabian 
American Oil Co. 
Monguno said the other countries 
voted for the nominal increase partly 
as a warning that OPEC would take 
tougher 
action 
unless 
the 
in­ 
dustrialized nations bring their 
galloping inflation under control. 
That inflation stems in part from the 
quadrupling of oil prices by OPEC last 
year. But prices have been frozen 
since the first of the year and will now 
remain so through Sept. 30. 
Royalty rates among OPEC members 
now vary between 12V2 and 16 per cent. 
The conference statement said the in­ 
crease was decided on as a first step 
toward uniformity. 
In countries where the royalty rate 
already is 16 per cent, such as 
Venezuela, the government will raise 
taxes to get an equivalent amount, the 
statement said. 
Arabian light crude, a commonly used 
oil benchmark, has a posted price of 
$11.65 a barrel and a royalty rate of 
12*2 per cent. The posted price is an 
artificial price on which the oil- 
exporting countries calculate their tax 
take. The 2 per cent increase would 
raise royalties by 23 cents to $1.69. But 
because the royalties and 10-cents-a- 
barrel production costs are subtracted

S yria’s President Hafez Assad 
stressed that military disengagement 
in the Golan Heights must be only a 
“first step toward ... Israel’s with­ 
draw al from all occupied Arab 


territory and securing the national 
rights of the Palestinian people.” 
And King Hussein of Jordan asked 
Nixon to press for immediate Israeli 
withdrawal from the Jordan Valley, to 
create a six-mile demilitarized zone 
along the Jordan River similar to those 
separating Israeli forces from the 
Egyptian and Syrian armies on the 
Suez canal and the Golan Heights. 
Hussein also outlined his ideas for a 
Palestinian solution: To let the 640,000 
Palestinians on the West Bank of the 
Jordan River choose one of three al­ 
ternatives once Israel withdraws— 
“continued union with Jordan, a new 
form of federation with the rest of 
Jordan or the creation of a separate 
state” uniting the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip. 
Nixon’s constant references to the 
“ new elem ent in Arab-American 
friendship” symbolized by his Middle 
East tour resulted in hostile Israeli 
newspaper editorials. They com­ 
plained of his agreement to sell Egypt 
nuclear reactors and fuel although it 
was matched by a similar pact with 
Israel. 
Israeli leaders reacted coolly to 
Nixon’s suggestion that they take 
political risks in pursuing “the right 
way of statemanship” toward a Middle 
East compromise. 
4 States Ignore 
Disaster Aid Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In the nearly 
four weeks that the Federal Disaster 
Relief Act has been in effect, only two 
of six states declared disaster areas 
have taken advantage of its special 
grant program. 
In addition, none of the other states 
declared disaster areas since April 20, 
1973, and thus eligible for the program 
under a retroactivity clause, has asked 
to take part. Major disasters have 
occurred in 39 states since then. 
Grants of up to $5,000 are available 
under the program to an individual or 
family after a major disaster if the 
applicants 
do 
not 
m eet 
the 
qualifications of any of the other 
programs, which include loans and 
such direct assistance as rent-free 
housing and unemployment com­ 
pensation. 
States must meet 25 per cent of the 
grant costs, the federal government 
the remaining 75 per cent. 
Only Arkansas and Oklahoma have 
joined the program. The governors of 
M issouri, Illinois, Minnesota and 
Kansas, which all were declared 
disaster areas last week, have not said 
whether their states will take part. 
The governor of each state was in­ 
formed of the law’s provisions, in­ 
cluding the retroactivity feature, when 
President Nixon signed it May 22. 
Officials at the Federal Disaster 
Assistance Administration view the 
grant program as just one factor in the 
various forms of aid available to 
disaster victims. 
The assistance administration sets up 
special centers in disaster areas to 
receive applications for the grants and 
various other programs provided by 
the new law. 
According to John Coleman, an 
agency spokesman, 352 applications 


for the grant program were received 
within 
the 
first 
few 
days 
after 
Oklahoma was declared a disaster 
area by President Nixon on June IO. 
But Bob Blair, another agency 
spokesman, says the number of days

EDITOR’S NOTE; Ohio has 62 state 
parks, but most Ohioans are familiar 
with only a few of the parks and the 
opportunities for outdoor recreation 
that they offer. This is one of a series of 
stories designed to make Ohioans 
more aware of what their state parks 
have to offer. 


Forded Run State Park in Meigs 
County is in an area rich in Ohio River 
history. 
Only a few hundred yards from the 
river, the park entrance is on Ohio 
Route 124 three miles south of Reeds- 
ville. An important boat

Ijoat traffic, Reedsville is adjacent to 
the Belleville Ixjcks and Dam. 
The dam complex, one of 19 con­ 
structed on the Ohio River for the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, was com­ 
pleted in 1969 at a cost of $62 million. 
Many visitors to Forked Run State 
Park make the short trip to the dam to 
watch boats lock through. 
Perhaps the most popular facet of 
the 794-acre Forked Run State Park is 
its camping 
area 
atop the hills 
overlooking the Ohio River valley. 
The 198 Class B sites are in five 
different areas which stretch out on 
ridges. The heavily wooded spots arc 
very popular with in-state and out-of- 
state campers, say Park Manager 
Doyle Smales. 
The 
camping 
area 
has 
two 
showerhouses with hot water and 
laundry facilities. Drinking water, fire 
rings, vault-type latrines and a trailer 
waste station are provided. 
The 102-acre Forked Run take offers 
good fishing for bass, muskellunge, 
catfish, trout, northern 
pike and 
crappies. 
"Fishing is especially good for 
smallmouth bass, northern pike, and 
trout,” says Jim Milliron, assistant 
manager at the park. 
Forked Run is one of the few lakes in 
the state deep enough and cold enough 
to keep trout year round. 
Boat 
launching 
facilities 
are 
provided on the east end of the lake off 
the main park road and on the north 
end of the lake at the end of Olive 
Township Road 272. Outboard motors 
are limited to six horsepower. 
About 30 boat tie-ups are placed 
around the lake and may be rented for 
$10 each from March 1 to Nov. 1. 
The park’s concession stand, just off 
the main park road at the lake’s 
eastern boat launching facility, has 
boats, canoes, and motors for rent. The 
stand also has sandwiches, soft drinks, 
ice and some groceries. 
Many visitors to the park enjoy the 
grass beach on the south side of the 
lake. 
The swimming 
area, ap­ 
proximately 50 yards long, has a sand 
bottom gently sloping into the lake 
Lifeguards are on duty seven days a 
week from Memorial Day through 
tabor Day. 
More than 240 picnic tables are in a 
wooded area near the beach. Several 
waist high burners for cooking are 
nearby. 
Hikers can try three trails in the 
park ranging from one-half mile in 
length to 3^ miles. The trails run 
along the lake and into the hilly terrain 
of the park. 
Horsemen can use a bridle trail in 
Shade River State Forest adjacent to 
the park. Parking facilities are on the 
north side of the forest near Ohio Route 
681. 
Much of the 2,400 acres in the forest 
are coming up in second growth pitch 
pine and Virginia pine. The forest, 
complete with steep gorges and rocky 
sandstone ridges, abounds with oak, 
hickory and native pine trees. 
The Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources’ division of watercraft 
operates a boat launching facility at 
nearby Coolville on the Hocking River. 
From the facility, boats can ply their

Forked Run Overlooks Ohio River Valley 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Ohio has 62 state 
parks, but most Ohioans are familiar 
with only a few of the parks and the 
opportunities for outdoor recreation 
that they offer. This is one of a series of 
stories designed to make Ohioans 
more aware of what their state parks 
have to offer. 


Forded Run State Park in Meigs 
County is in an area rich in Ohio River 
history. 
Only a few hundred yards from the 
river, the park entrance is on Ohio 
Route 124 three miles south of Reeds­ 
ville. An important boat building

State Park in Meigs County is popular for boating and 
lishing. IV o boat launching ramps are provided at different 
locations. In addition to selling sandwiches and refresh­ 
ments, the concession stand at the park also rents row boats, 
canoes and motors. Anglers will have a good chance at 
catching a northern pike, largemouth bass or trout. 
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P E A C E F U L —This couple is enjoying the tranquility of the 
heavily-wooded camping area at Forked Hun State Park in 
Meigs County. The 198 Class B sites are on top of hills 
overlooking the Ohio River valley. Many visitors to the 794- 
acre park make the short trip to the nearby Belleville Locks 
and Dam on the Ohio to watch boats lock through the com­ 
plex. 


boat traffic, Reedsville is adjacent to 
the Belleville Ix)cks and Dam. 
The dam complex, one of 19 con­ 
structed on the Ohio River for the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, was com­ 
pleted in 1969 at a cost of $62 million. 
Many visitors to Forked Run State 
Park make the short trip to the dam to 
watch boats lock through. 
Perhaps the most popular facet of 
the 794-acre Forked Run State Park is 
its camping 
area 
atop the hills 
overlooking the Ohio River valley. 
The 198 Class B sites are in five 
different areas which stretch out on 
ridges. The heavily wooded spots are 
very popular with in-state and out-of- 
state campers, say Park Manager 
Doyle Smales. 
The 
camping 
area 
has two 
showerhouses with hot water and 
laundry facilities. Drinking water, fire 
rings, vault-type latrines and a trailer 
waste station are provided. 
The 102-acre Forked Run I^ake offers 
good fishing for bass, muskellunge, 
catfish, trout, 
northern 
pike and 
crappies. 
“ Fishing is especially good for 
smallmouth bass, northern pike, and 
trout,” says Jim M illion, assistant 
manager at the park. 
Forked Run is one of the few lakes in 
the state deep enough and cold enough 
to keep trout year round. 
Boat 
launching 
facilities 
are 
provided on the east end of the lake off 
the main park road and on the north 
end of the lake at the end of Olive 
Township Road 272. Outboard motors 
are limited to six horsepower. 
About 30 boat tie-ups are placed 
around the lake and may be rented for 
$10 each from March I to Nov. I. 
The park’s concession stand, just off 
the main park road at the lake’s 
eastern boat launching facility, has 
boats, canoes, and motors for rent. The 
stand also has sandwiches, soft drinks, 
ice and some groceries. 
Many visitors to the park enjoy the 
grass beach on the south side of the 
lake. 
The swimming area, ap­ 
proximately 50 yards long, has a sand 
bottom gently sloping into the lake 
lifeguards are on duty seven days a 
week from Memorial Day through 
l^abor Day. 
More than 240 picnic tables are in a 
wooded area near the beach. Several 
waist high burners for cooking are 
nearby. 
Hikers can try three trails in the 
park ranging from one-half mile in 
length to 
miles. The trails run 
along the lake and into the hilly terrain 
of the park. 
Horsemen can use a bridle trail in 
Shade River State Forest adjacent to 
the park. Parking facilities are on the 
north side of the forest near Ohio Route 
681. 
Much of the 2,400 acres in the forest 
are coming up in second growth pitch 
pine and Virginia pine. The forest, 
complete with steep gorges and rocky 
sandstone ridges, abounds with oak, 
hickory and native pine trees. 
The Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources’ division of watercraft 
operates a boat launching facility at 
nearby Coolville on the Hocking River.

An X-ray showed that I hav e a kink 
in my ureter. Could I hav e had this for 
a long time without any sy mp toms? 
How serious is it? Can it affect the 
stomach in any way ? 
Mrs. P. M. F., Calif. 
Dear Mrs. F.: 
The ureter is one of two narrow tubes 
that carries urine from the kidney s to 
the bladder. 
The av erage length is about 10 in­ 
ches. Normally , urine flows without 
any obstruction. 
A kink in the ureter simp ly means 
that the free flow may be interrup ted 
p artially or comp letely . It is one of a 
few birth defects which can be p resent 
in this anatomical region. 
Occasionally , a blood v essel may 
wind itself around the ureter. This is 
one of the reasons for such kinking. 
If the kinking does not imp air the 
flow of urine and cause back p ressure 
on a kidney , the condition need not be 
serious. 
When comp lete obstruction occurs, 
surgery can reliev e the condition. 
Many op erations are now p erformed 
where ureters are p artially rep laced 
with sy nthetic material imp lanted in 


the bladder. 
The medical or surgical treatment 
dep ends, of course, on the ev aluatior 
of each indiv idual case. 
You p robably were bom with this 
condition. Occasionally , infection 01 
injury can cause it.

Milwaukee County p arks and p ark 
officials say wild flowers and animals 
are flourishing in the shaggy urban 
habitat. 
“Nature p rogresses from weeds to 
grass to flowers,” say s Robert Mikula, 
general manager of p arks. He en­ 
dorses the natural look, and the tax 
dollars sav ed by cutting labor costs 
and fuel bills. 
There were some comp laints last 
sum m er that the unkemp t look 
downgraded the neighborhoods where 
the p arks are located. But Arthur Ode, 
an assistant sup erintendent of p arks, 
said Sunday he receiv ed calls this y ear 
about cutting too much grass. 
‘‘It’s ex p ensiv e to mow all that 
grass,” Ode said. “ We couldn’t do it all 
any way because of the gas shortage.

Speaking Of Your Health

An X-ray showed that I have a kink 
in my ureter. Could I have had this for 
a long time without any symptoms? 
How serious is it? Can it affect the 
stomach in any way? 
Mrs. P. M F., Calif. 
Dear Mrs. F.: 
The ureter is one of two narrow tubes 
that carries urine from the kidneys to 
the bladder. 
The average length is about IO in­ 
ches. Normally, urine flows without 
any obstruction. 
A kink in the ureter simply means 
that the free flow may be interrupted 
partially or completely. It is one of a 
few birth defects which can be present 
in this anatomical region. 
Occasionally, a blood vessel may 
wind itself around the ureter. This is 
one of the reasons for such kinking. 
If the kinking does not impair the 
flow of urine and cause back pressure 
on a kidney, the condition need not be 
serious. 
When complete obstruction occurs, 
surgery can relieve the condition. 
Many operations are now performed 
where ureters are partially replaced 
with synthetic m aterial implanted in 


the bladder. 
The medical or surgical treatm ent 
depends, of course, on the evaluation 
of each individual case. 
You probably were bom with this 
condition. Occasionally, infection or 
injury can caused. 
I see no relationship between this 
and complaints related to the stomach. 


One child after another rn our neigh­ 
borhood has been coming down with 
impetigo. Can you tell me something 
about this disease9 Is it dangerous?

Dear Mrs. H.: 
Im petigo, technically known as 
im petigo contagiosa, is a highly 
contagious skin condition. 
It is caused by the staphylococcus or 
the streptococcus germ. It occurs in 
infants and young children and is 
passed from one to another in such 
places as camps and schools. 
Im m ediate isolation of infected 
children and strict hygienic m easures 
th e the only way to keep this infection 
from spreading. 
It is not a dangerous condition — 
antibiotics can bring it under control.

MILWAUKEE, Wis. (AP) - They’ve 
stopped 
m owing 
the 
law ns 
in 
Milwaukee County parks and park 
officials say wild flowers and animals 
are flourishing in the shaggy urban 
habitat. 
“ Nature progresses from weeds to 
grass to flowers,” says Robert Mikula, 
general m anager of parks. He en­ 
dorses the natural look, and the tax 
dollars saved by cutting labor costs 
and fuel bills. 
There were some complaints last 
sum m er th a t the unkem pt look 
downgraded the neighborhoods where 
the parks are located. But Arthur Ode, 
an assistant superintendent of parks, 
said Sunday he received calls this year 
about cutting too much grass. 
“It’s expensive to mow all that 
grass,” Ode said. “ We couldn’t do it all 
anyway because of the gas shortage. 
And w e’ve found it esth etically 
pleasing to have long grass.” 
Ode said the higher grass inspires 
rabbits, mice, racoons, possum, deer 
and ground-nesting birds such as 
bobolinks, partridge, pheasant and 
meadowlarks to live in the city. 
“And when’you hold on to those small 
birds and m am m als, their predators 
are next to move in,” he said. “We’re 
getting hawks and owls, birds of prey, 
and they are the most beautiful in 
flight.” 
Ode said several hundred acres of 
parkland, representing about IO per 
cent of the county park system ’s turf, 
are growing wild. 


They ranged from leaders of veterans 
organizations to Chamber of Com- 
m eice officials; from 1972 Nixon cam ­ 
paign workers to members of the 
Team sters union executive board.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The em ­ 
ployment situation in Ohio remained 
stable in the 15 months between Jan. I, 
1973 and March 31, 1974, despite the 
nation’s soft economic shape, it was 
reported today. 
William E. G am es, adm inistrator of

Bureau of Employment 
Services, said a survey of eight in­ 
dustrial states for the period showed 
only Ohio and Illinois remained below 
the national unemployment rate. 
Ohio’s average rate of unemployment 
for the period was 4.4 per cent, he said, 
compared with a national level of 5 per 
cent. 
Ohio entered the testing period with an 
unemployment rate of 4.6 per cent, 
G am es said. It was 5.2 per cent in the 
state at the end of March.

The Ohio House of Representatives 
this week wrapped up the formal 
legislative work of the 110th General 
Assembly. Conference Committees 
comprized of members of both houses 
will continue their work of ironing out 
differences between the two houses on 
several key issues. 
There were a number of important 
pieces of legislation passed this week 
which will affect all Ohioans. Space 
does not permit a detailed explanation 
of all measures passed. I will go into 
depth orvthese issues in later columns. 
Briefly legislation passed includes: 
- An emergency measure on its way 
to Governor Gilligan which authorizes 
regional and county mass transit 
authorities organized before January 
1,1975 to ask voters to approve up to a 5 
mill real estate property increase or 
up to a I-1? per cent piggyback sales 
tax. The measure affects all mass 
transit authorities in the state and is 
designed to give these authorities a 
means by which they could properly 
finance mass transportation. 
—legislation extending the ban on 
gas and oil drilling in I eke Erie. The 
current drilling ban expires July 1. The 
measure extends the band until July 
1, 1978. 
—A “ Good Samaritan” bill passed 
both houses which will allow up to 
$10,000 in state compensation to a 
private citizen injured or killed while 
trying to prevent a crime against 
another person.

“ It does ruin the aesthetic ex­ 
perience,” Blewctt said. “ You’re up 
there, so far away, and the purity of 
the mountain and glacier is what 
you're going there to experience. But it 
was like going over some camping 
trail and stumbling over someone’s 
beer cans.” 
A team of Swiss climbers returned two 
weeks ago with similar complaints.

Windmill Power Making Comeback 
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BOSTON (AP) — Sea breezes have 
better uses than sailing boats, flying 
kites and drying laundry, says a 
college professor. He has in mind giant 
windmills that would generate all New 
England’s electricity. 
“ This is an energy resource that's 
right here in our front yard," says 
Prof. William E. Heronemus. 
The front yard is New England's 473- 
mile coastline. And the resource is the 
wind that whistles up and down the 
coast at an average speed of 20 miles 
an hour. 
If enough windmills were anchored off 
the coast, all the region’s electricity 
could come from the air by the 1990s, 
he says. And it would only cost about 
three-fifths of what people are paying 
now. 
The professor is a civil engineer at the 
University 
of 
Massachusetts 
in 
Amherst who specializes in alternate 
sources of energy. 
Getting people to take the wind 
seriously has been a problem for 
Heronemus. Their skepticism starts to 
show when he tells them how many 
windmills it would take: 14,700 an­ 
chored off the coast at distances rang­ 
ing from 12 to 200 miles from shore.

MT. M CKINLEY NATIONAL FARK, 
Alaska (AP) — Mountaineers re­ 
turning from climbing Mt. McKinley 
say it’s the highest garbage dump on 
the North American continent. 
Peter Blewett, a novice Anchorage 
climber, returned recently from his 
first assault on the peak and said he 
saw a rolled-up mattress in the snow 
with an empty beer can perched on 
top. 
“ It does ruin the aesthetic ex­ 
perience,” Blewett said. “ You’re up 
there, so far away, and the purity of 
the mountain and glacier is what 
you're going there to experience. But it 
was like going over some camping 
trail and stumbling over someone’s 
beer cans.” 
A team of Swiss climbers returned two 
weeks ago with similar complaints. 
Ned I>ewis, a seasonal climbing 
ranger, says that if the littering keeps 
up at its present rate, in five years 
“ you’ll be able to walk to the summit 
on a trail of garbage.”

strenuous work of climbing at higher 
altitudes. Mountaineers lighten their 
loads by discarding what they no 
longer need. Cleanup crews say they 
find gas cans, food, paper, boots, skis, 
rope, snowshoes and tents.

Ten years 
ago, only four expeditions climbed 
McKinley. This summer, the mountain 
has 40 teams scheduled with an av­ 
erage of five members per team.

BOSTON (AP) — Sea breezes have 
better uses than sailing boats, flying 
kites and drying laundry, says a 
college professor. He has in mind giant 
windmills that would generate all New 
England’s electricity. 
“ This is an energy resource that’s 
right here in our front yard,’’ says 
Prof. William E. Heronemus. 
The front yard is New England’s 473- 
mile coastline. And the resource is the 
wind that whistles up and down the 
coast at an average speed of 20 miles 
an hour. 
lf enough windmills were anchored off 
the coast, all the region’s electricity 
could come from the air by the 1990s, 
he says. And it would only cost about 
three-fifths of what people are paying 
now. 
The professor is a civil engineer at the 
University of Massachusetts 
in 
Amherst who specializes in alternate 
sources of energy. 
Getting people to take the wind 
seriously has been a problem for 
Heronemus. Their skepticism starts to 
show when he tells them how many 
windmills it would take: 14,700 an­ 
chored off the coast at distances rang­ 
ing from 12 to 200 miles from shore. 
Each windmill would be a diamond 
shaped, lattice work mast rising 340

feet above the water. Each would hold 
three massive propellers 200 feet in 
diameter. 
With 14,700 windmills outfitted with 
three propellers each, “ that’s 40,000 
generators,” Heronemous says. “ I 
claim this is part of the reason for its 
success. You could set up a factory 
type of production that could get this 
down to a very, very reasonable cost.” 
He says his system could churn out 159 
billion kilowatt hours of electricity a 
year — four times as much as the six 
New England states used last year. 
And the load could be doubled without 
any problems, he says. 
Heronemous says that there are 
technological questions about the 
scheme, but he says they can be 


worked out. 
One is designing the propellers so they 
will turn easily and withstand 
hurricanes. Another is what to do when 
the wind is calm. 
William Irving, director of research 
and environmental affairs for Boston 
Edison, said utilities are studying the 
uses of wind, and it might be a good 
source of electricity in the future. But 
right now. they are going ahead with a 
program to build nuclear power 
plants. 
William Jones, a staff associate at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
Energy laboratory, said generating 
electricity by wind is a definite 
possibility, but more money must be 
spent to work out the technology.

BOSTON (A P) — A woman was killed 
and 17 other persons were injured 
when a spinning carnival ride 
malfunctioned, hurtling the riders as 
far as 50 feet away. 
A spokesman at Massachusetts 
General Hospital said Mary Pero, 20, 
of Cambridge died at a hospital of 
internal injuries suffered in the ac­ 
cident, which marred Bunker Hill Day 
festivities Sunday in the Charlestown 
section of Boston.

The assembly greeted his victory with 
standing applause. 
He won a majority of 234 votes on a 
first ballot, to 12m for the Rev. Dr. 
Kenneth G. Phifer of New Orleans, and 
Sm for the Rev. Dr. Albert J. Kissling 
of Jacksonville, Fla. 
In a brief installation ceremony, when 
the outgoing moderator, the Rev. 
Charles Kraemer of Richmond, Va., 
placed a chain bearing a celtic cross 


around Ur. Bottom’s neck as an em­ 
blem of office, the new moderator 
remarked laughingly; 
“ Any time any white person puts 
anything around my neck it always 
makes me nervous.” 
A tall, graying man. Dr. Bottoms has 
held numerous denominational posts, 
represented his church in ecumenical 
councils and previously was the first 
black moderator of the regional 
Kentucky Synod and local Ixiuisville

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ways to lower 
meat prices will be probed Monday at 
a White House meeting of everybody in 
the industry from cattlem en to 
supermarkets. White House economics 
adviser Kenneth Rush said Friday. 
Meat prices are too high, Rush said, 
and the meeting is being called to 
explore ways to lower them. 
Meat packers and retailers are en­ 
joying the highest profit margins on 
meat in a long time and they appear to 
be “higher than they should be,” Rush 
said. 


On the other hand, he said, feedlot 
operators are in serious financial 
difficulty because they are losing as 
much as $100 to $200 a head in a 
squeeze between high grain prices and 
the low prices they receive. 
The answer, Rush said, is not to 
reimpose quotas on meat imports, as 
advocated by many in the cattle in­ 
dustry. 
He said retailers and packers need to 
decrease prices to increase sales and 
Monday’s meeting will focus in part on 
ways to do this.

Hank Aaron 
Hides Behind 
Fake Names 


NEW YORK (A P) — If you want to 
chat with Hank Aaron and the home- 
run king’s phone doesn’t answer, ask 
the operator to connect you with “ A. 
Dieffelberger." 
That’s just one of the psuedonyms the 
Atlanta Braves’ star slugger uses to 
protect the privacy that has become a 
fragile commodity since he replaced 
the late Babe Ruth as the greatest 
home-run hitter of all time. 
Aaron currently is the most sought- 
after athlete in the world—more than 
Joe 
Namath, 
more 
than 
Jack 
Nicklaus, more than O.J. Simpson. 
“The pressure has let down some but 
still is pretty heavy,” Aaron said on his 
first visit to New York since he set the 
alltime record with his 715th home run 
in Atlanta on April 8. 
“ Understand, I appreciate all this 
attention, but I am 40 years old and I 
am still trying to play baseball. I have 
to have a certain amount of rest. I 
can't do everything people want me to 
do.” 
For instance, today is “ Hank Aaron 
Day” in New York. The Atlanta out­ 
fielder had to be up early in his best 
bib-and-tucker, rush down to City Hall, 
ride a bubble car in a motorcade to 
Harlem and receive the city’s highest 
award—the Gold Medal—from Mayor 
Abe Beame. 
It has been the same at I/os Angeles, 
San Francisco, Chicago—wherever the 
great man has played. Demands on his 
time have grown to tremendous 
proportions. 


AKRON—If the man who is the host 
professional knows anything about it, 
picking a winner in this week’s 
American Golf Classic will be tougher 
than ever. 
Firestone C.C. pro Bobby Nichols, 
who will be competing in his 13th 
Classic, won’t even hazard a guess as 
to who the winner might be come 
Sunday evening. 
“ More than ever this year, almost 
everyone in the field has a chance of 
winning,” Nichols said. “ When you 
have a field as strong as this one, there 
is no way of knowing who will wind up 
on top. 
“ I’ve been playing fairly well, and 
I’m not counting myself out of it, even 
though ifs always extremely hard to 
play well 
before your hometown 
friends,” he admits. 
“ You certainly can’t count out the 
younger players any more, no matter 
what the event. The young guys treat 
the rest of us like, what’s his name . . . 
Rodney Dangerfield. They give us no 
respect,” the former PGA champion 
chuckled. 
The elite field going to the tee 
Thursday includes a number of such 
younger players — like Tom Watson, 
John Mahaffey, Tom Kite, Jim Simons 
and Artie McNickle. 
“ I remember what it was like when I 
played here the first time, I think it 
was in 1961. I’d never seen the course, 
but I had heard how tough it was,” 
Nichols recalls. 
“ The big difference between 1961 
and now is, really, the experience and 
maturity I’ve gained. I still get too 
charged up, especially here because I 
want to play well so much. But after 14 
years I ought to be able to control my 
emotions well enough to have a good 
tournament,” he said. 
Nichols said that he hasn’t made any 
significant changes in his game over 
the years. 
“ I’ve done some experimenting, of 
course, but I haven’t had to go through 
a big change. I guess I’m more of a 
swinger than a hitter, and that has 
probably helped a lot,” he said. 
Nichols, off to one of his best starts 
ever on the tour, is currently 13th on 
the 1974 money list with over $68,000. 
And he won the San Diego Open in 
January. 
“ It has been a funny year, really. I 
had never played well until the sum­ 
mer months.

The bo ard decided to hire them o n 
that basis with Glanto n taking the 
respo nsibilities fo r sev en mo nths o f the 
ten-mo nth seaso n and Eckle taking the 
jo b during fo o tball seaso n o r fo r three 
mo nths. The $75 0 sa la ry set fo rth fo r 
the athletic directo r will be pro -rated 
o n a 10-mo nth basis with the man in 
charg e o f a particular mo nth receiv ing 
the $7 5 fo r that mo nth. 
The bo ard also emplo y ed the ser­ 
v ices o f the Co ntract Manag ement 
Co mpany , Co lumbus, to serv e a s the 
co nstructio n manag er in the building 
o f the new middle scho o l. The co m ­ 
pany will wo rk with bo th the bo ard and 
the architect in keeping co sts at a 
minimum but still o v erseeing 
the 
co nstructio n to the satisfactio n o f bo th 
parties. 
A request fro m m usic teacher Paula 
Swinehart to purchase a new piano fo r 
the v o cal music ro o m was co nsidered 
by the bo ard and a mo del accepted fo r 
purchase. The piano which no w serv es 
the hig h scho o l is ten y ea rs o ld and is 
used bo th in the g y mnasium and the 
v o cal music ro o m and must be mo v ed 
fro m place to place.

funds did no t pro v ide fo r a piano fo r 
the new middle scho o l o ne o f tho se at 
the hig h scho o l co uld be used there 
tempo rarily . 
Three quo tes had been receiv ed and 
were co nsidered indiv idually by the 
bo ard. Identical Baldwin piano s were 
quo ted by Summers and So ns at $1,07 5 
and Grav es Piano Co mpany at $9 7 5 . A 
quo te fro m Co y le Music Center wa s 
g iv en o n a Kawai piano fo r $9 9 5 . The 
Kawai piano is a J a pa nese brand and 
the music teacher had reco mmended 
the

since 
it

m a ny 
a lum inum pa rts w here A m erica n 
brands use wo o den parts. The bo ard 
decided, ho wev er, to stay with the 
Baldwin piano and a reso lutio n was 
pa ssed to purchase it at the lo west 
quo te fro m Grav es Piano Co mpany . 
The purchase price includes a bench, 
set up and the first tuning . 
A lunchro o m repo rt w a s g iv en by the 
clerk-treasurer Kenneth Reid which 
sho wed that the lunchro o m came o ut in 
the black last y ear. A discussio n wa s 
held o n the rising co st o f fo o d and the 
po ssibility o f the lunchro o m no t do ing 
so well nex t y ear ev en with the 
po tential raise in the hig h scho o l lunch.

One Tea y s V a lley kinderg a rten 
student was accepted into the W estfall 
District o n a tuitio n basis. This m a kes 
the fifth tuitio n student in the district 
and a s with the o thers, this o ne was 
a ccepted o n co nditio n that the cla sses 
were no t to o larg e to acco mmo date an 
additio nal member. Tea y s Valley will 
hav e kinderg arten cla sses beg inning 
in the fall o f 19 75 .

Keeping Score 
On The Rainfal 


As mo re Indians lea v e the urban areas 
and return to the reserv atio ns, Indian 
lea ders fear a spread o f the drug abuse 
pro blem, said Bo b Mo o re, ex ecutiv e 
directo r o f the A m erica n India n 
Co mmissio n o n Alco ho lism and Drug 
Abuse. 
Mo o re spo ke at the o pening sessio n o f 
the Ohio Drug Institute. The institute 
co ntinues here thro ug h the week. 
Mo o re blamed the av ailability o f 
drug s and the mo ney to purchase them 
o n rampant drug addictio n amo ng 
urbanized Indians. 
Recently , there has beg un a mig ratio n 
o f Indians fro m the cities to the 
reserv a tio n, Mo o re said. 
“ We a re apprehensiv e o f a majo r drug 
epidem ic,” amo ng reserv atio n Indians 
as a result, he added. 
Until recently reserv a tio ns— with 6 5 
per cent unemplo y ment—co uld no t 
suppo rt drug pushers, Mo o re said. 
“ A drug pusher wo uld hav e to be 
dumb to try to peddle his wares o n a 
reserv atio n as it stands no w,” he said. 
“ But let a little mo ney in . . .” 
Indians are turning away fro m urban 
a rea s because “ They ’v e fo und that 
what they want is at the reserv atio ns, 
where the air is fresh and clea n,” he 
said. 
“ We believ ed the white man when he 
said co m e to the big cities,” said 
Mo o re, who is a Seneca Indian fro m 
M iami, Okla. 
“ We fo und po v erty , disea se, dirt and 
do pe.” 
Mo o re said a feeling o f alienatio n fro m 
so ciety and a lack o f a nativ e culture 
are at the ro o ts o f drug and alco ho l de­ 
pendency amo ng Indians. 
“ A lco ho l 
is 
the 
po o r 
m a n’s 
psy chia trist, a chem ica l pain reliev er, 


a pro blem-so lv er,” he said. 
Many Indian children are addicted to 
inhalents, he said. 
Indians hav e 20 tim es the number o f 
hig hw a y dea ths a s the na tio na l 
av erag e because o f alco ho lism, and 15 
tim es a s many suicides amo ng their 
y o ung peo ple, he said. 
Six ty -fiv e per cent o f all Indian 
ho spital deaths are directly related to 
alco ho l, he said. 
Mo o re said he believ es the o nly way to 
fig ht the pro blem is to g iv e Indians 
back the thing s they o nce had—a 
nativ e relig io n, a nativ e culture, and 
the o ppo rtunities to wo rk their lands 
witho ut g o v ernment interference. 
“ Effo rts to mo del whites ca uses a 
g reat deal o f pa in,” he said. 
“ Drinking and taking drug s is a way 
to deal with that pain.”

The Westfall Board of Education 
employed two staff members in the 
capacity of co-athletic directors at 
Monday’s regular monthly meeting. 
High school principal Robert Debo 
served as the athletic director during 
the past school year but found the 
added responsibility too much with his 
job as principal. 
John Glanton and Michael Eckle had 
both indicated interest in sharing the 
job. The board decided to hire them on 
that basis with Glanton taking the 
responsibilities for seven months of the 
ten-month season and Eckle taking the 
job during football season or for three 
months. The $750 salary set forth for 
the athletic director will be pro-rated 
on a 10-month basis with the man in 
charge of a particular month receiving 
the $75 for that month. 
The board also employed the ser­ 
vices of the Contract Management 
Company, Columbus, to serve as the 
construction manager in the building 
of the new middle school. The com­ 
pany will work with both the board and 
the architect in keeping costs at a 
minimum but still overseeing the 
construction to the satisfaction of both 
parties. 
A request from music teacher Paula 
Swinehart to purchase a new piano for 
the vocal music room was considered 
by the board and a model accepted for 
purchase. The piano which now serves 
the high school is ten years old and is 
used both in the gymnasium and the 
vocal music room and must be moved 
from place to place. 
Superintendent Gordon 
Massie 
pointed out to the board that in case 
funds did not provide for a piano for 
the new middle school one of those at 
the high school could be used there 
temporarily. 
Three quotes had been received and 
were considered individually by the 
board. Identical Baldwin pianos were 
quoted by Summers and Sons at $1,075 
and Graves Piano Company at $975. A 
quote from Coyle Music Center was 
given on a Kawai piano for $995. The 
Kawai piano is a Japanese brand and 
the music teacher had recommended 
the 
brand 
since 
it 
uses 
many 
aluminum parts where American 
brands use wooden parts. The board 
decided, however, to stay with the 
Baldwin piano and a resolution was 
passed to purchase it at the lowest 
quote from Graves Piano Company. 
The purchase price includes a bench, 
set up and the first tuning. 
A lunchroom report was given by the 
clerk-treasurer Kenneth Reid which 
showed that the lunchroom came out in 
the black last year. A discussion was 
held on the rising cost of food and the 
possibility of the lunchroom not doing 
so well next year even with the 
potential raise in the high school lunch. 
Textbooks for reading classes one 
through six, Spanish and French were 
adopted by the board as recommended 
by the county selection committee. 
The county office directs a selection 
committee and adopts books which are 
then recommended to the three local 
districts who can either adopt or reject 
the textbooks. Three teachers from the 
Westfall District were appointed by 
Massie to serve on the committee. 
One Teays Valley kindergarten 
student was accepted into the Westfall 
District on a tuition basis. This makes 
the fifth tuition student in the district 
and as with the others, this one was 
accepted on condition that the classes 
were not too large to accommodate an 
additional member. Teays Valley will 
have kindergarten classes beginning 
in the fall of 1975. 
Resignations as follows were ac­ 
cepted by the board: Robert Debo 
from his position as athletic director; 
Florence Musselman as bus driver; 
Ann Ziegel as a junior high teacher; 
Joyce C. Kern as secretary at Darby 
School.

As more Indians leave the urban areas 
and return to the reservations, Indian 
leaders fear a spread of the drug abuse 
problem, said Bob Moore, executive 
director of the American Indian 
Commission on Alcoholism and Drug 
Abuse. 
Moore spoke at the opening session of 
the Ohio Drug Institute. The institute 
continues here through the week. 
Moore blamed the availability of 
drugs and the money to purchase them 
on rampant drug addiction among 
urbanized Indians. 
Recently, there has begun a migration 
of Indians from the cities to the 
reservation, Moore said. 
“We are apprehensive of a major drug 
epidemic,” among reservation Indians 
as a result, he added. 
Until recently reservations— with 65 
per cent unemployment—could not 
support drug pushers, Moore said. 
“A drug pusher would have to be 
dumb to try to peddle his wares on a 
reservation as it stands now,” he said. 
“But let a little money in . . .” 
Indians are turning away from urban 
areas because “They’ve found that 
what they want is at the reservations, 
where the air is fresh and clean,” he 
said. 
“We believed the white man when he 
said come to the big cities,” said 
Moore, who is a Seneca Indian from 
Miami, Okla. 
“We found poverty, disease, dirt and 
dope.” 
Moore said a feeling of alienation from 
society and a lack of a native culture 
are at the roots of drug and alcohol de­ 
pendency among Indians. 
“ Alcohol 
is 
the 
poor 
man’s 
psychiatrist, a chemical pain reliever, 


a problem-solver,” he said. 
Many Indian children are addicted to 
inhalers, he said. 
Indians have 20 times the number of 
highway deaths as the national 
average because of alcoholism, and 15 
times as many suicides among their 
young people, he said. 
Sixty-five per cent of all Indian 
hospital deaths are directly related to 
alcohol, he said. 
Moore said he believes the only way to 
fight the problem is to give Indians 
back the things they once had—a 
native religion, a native culture, and 
the opportunities to work their lands 
without government interference. 
“Efforts to model whites causes a 
great deal of pain,” he said. 
“Drinking and taking drugs is a way 
to deal with that pain.”
